Gimplitc Story of Experience* In 


Tunnel Disaster at Jfe-re Yorfc. 


The most graphic and dramatic ac- 


count of the.terrible scenes of the re- 
cent disaster in the Park avenue tun- 
sel of tile N<iv- York Central railway, 
when the rear car of a South Norwa'k 
train TTOS.ran-into by a White Plains 
train, was given by Acting Battalion 
Chief Thomas F. Freel of hook and 
ladder 3STo. 2 nnd Lieutenant William 
Clarke of the same company, says the 
Hew York World. .Both have records 
for bravery In the fire department. 


Freel and, Clarke were the first two 


rescuers to ,get Into the car jammed 
with'maimed; dead and dying-. Acting 
as spokesman, Freel described some of 
the scenes of the wreck as follows: 


"The first unfortunate we found was 


Peter A. Mrirphy, and he has got more 
real courage, and .nerve than any man 
I ever saw. Both of his legs and arms 
•\vere broken, he seemed to be hurt in- 
ternally, and biood was streaming from 
a dozen cuts. He was pinioned hang- 
ing haif out of one of the windows. 
His mangled it'jja wei"e held iu a wedge 
of tons of stuff, his arms were power- 
less, and he couldn't more. He was 
the first man that I saw, and he was 
the last sufferer removed from the 
wreck. But in all that time be never 
made n whimper, and was calm and 
considerate of others from first to last. 


"We chopped our way to him, and as 


soon as ->ve fount! that wo coaldtrt fret 
him out for same iliac we fastened a 
ropo under his armpits arid hoisted him 
up into an easier position. 


"A-!! that he suid to us was, '1 would 


like you to take me out as soon as you 
can, as the pain is very sreat.' 


"A surgeon from Kocsev<;lt hospital 


c.irae tilong and gave Murphy a liypo- 
deriaic injection of morphine. Later we 
found a cushion arid placed it \mdor 
his back. He was very grateful for 
this arid paid calmly: 'Thank you, gen- 
tlemen. That makes me much easier.' 
Others not one-fifth as badly hurt as he 
•was yelled and screamed, but he never 
lost his nerve for iiu instant. 


"There was a lot of heroism display- 


ed on that cnr. We found a young 
man pinioned under a mass of stuff on 
the floor. He was badly hurt. N'ear 
him was lying a young woman also se- 
verely injured. The woman was lying 
in the path of tibe stream of steam, and 
the young man was reaching over with 
a newspaper fanning the steam away 
from the woman's face. 


"The fire chaplains. Father Smith 


and Mr. Wakely, worked in the car, 
helping the victims as fast as they 
were reached. One girl. Miss Daisy 
Scott, was found lying across the body 
of a dead man. Both of her legs were 
broken.

The birthplace of Leslie M. Shaw THIS 


a log- cabin in the town of Morristo\vn, 
about three miles from the pretty vil- 
lage of that nnuie in Lamoille county, 
which is in the very henrt of the Green 
aountnins. The log'c'abin stood at tho 
foot of Sloani Mansfield. This Is the 
hijiiest mountain peak in the state and 
•was named for Chief Justice Mansfield 
from a fancied resemblance in outline 
to the proiilu of this noted Vermont 
jurist. 


Though the old house has long since 


been removed, it is described by old 
residents of the vicinity as of the most 
primitive typo, with scarcely any con- 
veniences, and resembling a lean-to 
rather than the modern idea of the pic- 
turesque log cabin which figures so 
frequently as the birthplace of distin- 
guished Americans of the earlier period 
of our lilntory. 
His parents wore In 


poor circumstances at the time of his 
birth. He was tho second of ftmr chil- 
dren, one daughter and three sons. 
Here, amid humble surroundings, but 
iu an atmosphere conducive to health 
and vigor, the future governor of Iowa 
passed tho first yuars of his life, help- 
ing as he srt'w older in the lighter 
tasks of the farm and household and 
acquiriusr the lirst rudiments of knowl- 
edge lit the little district schooihouse 
not far from his homo. 


Throash tho exercise of Tiinkoe 


thrift and economy the Shaw family. 
•was able to leave tho old log1 cabin and 
purc-hiise a farm in the town of Stowe, 
v,"bich adjoins Morrlstown and is one 
of tlm most Ix-aui.iful spots in Vermont, 
situated .in tho Greon mountain valley, 
on the \Vaterlmry river. Here Leslie 
continued to satisfy with the limited 
facilities at hand his early developed 
desire to acquire isuowledfie. attending 
the district school when not obliged to 
labor on the farm. This was generally 
iu the winter, when farmwork in this 
rujfged state is stopped by tue frost 
and snow and short days make It quite 
impossible to do roueh outdoor work. 


In this fragmentary rammer his ear- 


ly education tvas acquired, the longest 
continuous time he went to school 
during these years bein:j two terms of 
twelve weeks each. \Yhen in his teens, 
he developed an ambition to become a 
lawyer, but bad neither Mw> time nor 
means to devote to study and contin- 
ued to help on his father's farm until 
he \vas twenty-one years of as*?; 


Upon reaching his majority young 


Shaw went west to make his fortune, 
settling in Iowa, which has since been 
bis home. How well be has succeeded 
his countrymen now kccv.'. He, how- 
ever, never lost interest and affectioiJ 
for his old Green mounhtiD home. 


In late years nearly every summer 


Governor Shaw has visited his oid 
home In LamoiHe county, rene'crlng tho 
associations of his boyhood and keep- 
ing in touch with his native townspeo- 
ple. Among those who remember him 
BS a boy are ex-Governor George W.
